The Americans for Democratic Action -was an organization practically un- 
knoiOT to the American public until one of its founders, Hubert' Humohrey, was 
elected vice-president.

The ADA recommends repeal of the Cemmunist Control Act of 1954. ' The 
ADA recccm.ands greater government OOTership of business and graate’- f^d^’-ai 
control Of the free enterprise system. The ADA recommends missive" --ovarEEsnt 
control of education, housing, urban renewal, city transportation systems, ~ra- 
location of families and the use of federal military oower to enfo-ca any 
federal law in direct violation of the United States Constitution." 

In its foreign policy recommendations, the ADA proposes to <=ivs the 
Panama Canal to the United Nations, recognize Red China, vastlv ilcreasa th= 
amount of economic aid available for use by foreign countries lo establisy gov- 
erruaant ownership or business and repeal of the Connally Amendment which would 
allow tne World Court unlimited jurisdiction over the internal affairs of 
United States.

The Southeastern Pennsylva- 
nia Chapter of America.ns for 
Democratic Action yesterday 
urged congressmen from this 
area to work for the abolition 
of the House Committee or. Un- 
American Activities. 

The request was made by 
Henry W. Sawyer, 3d, chairman, 
in letters to local representa- 
tives. 

' While ADA recognizes the 


need tor legislative Investiga- 
tions, Sawyer v/rote, “we con- 
demn the perversion of that 
function to obtain political ad- 
vantage through the e.xposure of 
unpopular individuals and ideas. 

“We urge that congressional 
investigations be limited to ob- 
taining information leading to- 
ward legislative action.” 

Sawyer wrote that the com- 
m.ittee serves no useful purpose, 
since its functions are handled 
by other cora.mittees. 

He singled out the Judiciary 
Committee as the best agency 
for investigating matters per- 
taining to internal-security legis- 
lation. 

He accused the Unam.erican 
Activities Committee of actions 
“irreconcilable with the system

In other words the Honorary Chairman of the ADA has ona of the lonv^st 
and most extensive records of support for communist organizations to be found 
anywhere in the files of this congressional ccnaiittee. 


■ Niebuhr is listed as a member of the Advisory Board of the "American 
Friends of Chinese People" which the HCUA described as a communist-front or- 
ganization. He was a member of the Executive Committee of the notorious front 
organization^ American Friends of Spanish Democracy". Ha was a member of 
the National Citizens Political .Action Committee and also associated with the 
American League for Peace and Democracy both of which ware cited communist 
front organizations. 


Other cited communist fronts with which' Niebuhr has been associated in- 
clude the American Student Union", "Consumers National Federation" "Coor- 
dinating Committee to Lift the Embargo", "Gerson Supporters", “National 
Religion and Labor Foundation", "American Round Table on India", and the 
Citizens Committee to Aid Striking Seaman". 


According to the February, 1940 edition of "Protestant Digest", Niebuhr 
was an editorial advisor to that magazine which was described by the HCUA as 
a communist-party line publication. 

In summary, it can be pointed out that Reinhold Niebuhr has bean a 
professor at the notorious Union Theological Seminary and continuous advocate 
of communist programs for over 25 years. The selection of this one man as 
their honorary chairman is in itself, a good answer to our question. How Rad 
is the ADA? 


The evidence does not stop with Professor Niebuhr. Ha is only th^ be- 
ginning.

In 1944 
he was one of several labor leaders who accused Sidney Hillman of "complete 
surrender" to tha communists.

Two Oregon senators and an 
ex-congressman, all Demo- 
crats, Tuesday explained why 
tney helped sponsor the SOth 
birthday celebration of Nor- 
man Thomas, who for many 
years was the Socialist Party’s 
presidential candidate. 

The explanations were offer- 
ed in response to a newsletter 
circulated to newspapers by 
the Minutemen, a national or- 
ganization which has been des- 
cribed M “militantly anti- 
communist,” Its headquarters 
are Norbome, Mo. 

The statements were made 
by Sen. Wayne Morse for- 
mer Congressman Charles 0. 
Porter of Eugene and Sen. 
Maurine Neuberger. 

The Minuteraan newsletter, 
“On Target,” in the samel 
issue was critical of thej 
National Council of Civic! 
Responsibility, and described! 
it as a front for those who seekl 
to impose a socialistic dicta-l 
torship. It listed Methodistj 
Bishop A. Raymond Grant of| 
Portland as a member of the 
council along with many 
prominent national figures in- 
cluding former Minnesota 
Governor Harold E. Stassen, a 
Republican. Bishop Grant also 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

Morse Quotes Letter 

Sen. Morse, who was on the 
Senate floor when reached for 
a comment, issued the follow- 
ing statement which was quot- 
ed from a letter he wrote to a 
critic who had disapproved oi 
the sponsorship: | 

“On various occasions in the| 
past 20 years I have debated] 
against Norman Thomas inj 
opposition to his Socialist] 
views. However, in my opinion | 
he has made a great contribu- ' 
tion over the years to the! 
political and intellectual life of! 
our country. ; 


I the sponsors of the ‘Nonna n 
j Thomas SOth Birthday Com- 
: mittee’ does not mean that I 
am advocating a sociali.slic 
form of government for our 
country'.” 

The birthday celebration for 
Thomas was Nov. 2, 1964. 

Sen. Neuberger, in a prepar- 
ed statement, said; 

“Norman Thomas was a soc- 
ial critic, rather tlian a Social- 
ist firebrand. This was recogn- 
ized by the many Am.erican 
newspapers, like The Oregon- 
ian, which published his arti- 
culate column as a voice of 
dissent and liberalism. I make 
no apology for joining in hon- 
oring on his SOth birthday a 
man who argued for adoption 
of the Social Security System,] 
the 40-hour week, and equal 
rights for all Americans.” 
Mrs. Neufaerger’s statement 
was relayed to The Oregonian 
from her office in V/ashingcon, 
D.C. 

“I think the U.S. is a better 
and safer place in which to 


live because of the fact he has 
constantly challenged us tc 
make our constitutional sy- 
stem of government work as if 
was intended by our forefath- 
ers, for the promotion of the 
general welfare of al! people in 
keeping with the constit’utio.nal 
safeguards set forth in our 
organic law. 

Porter said, in his statement, 
that he has known Thomas and 
respects him as a human be- 
ing, 

“Many of the reforms he ad-, 
vocated are actualities such as] 
social security. It certainly] 
doesn’t mean people who spon-t 
sor his celebration were! 
Socialists. It means we have 
respect for him as a man,”' 
declared Porter. i 

On the matter of the Nation- ! 
al Council of Civic Responsibii- , 
ity, the Minutemen publication 
said the group, formed in Ssp-i 
tember 1964, draws its finan-' 
cial support from the Commit-] 
tee on Political Education, a- 
union-supported organization., 


The Minutemen declared that 
the NCCR plans a “smear 
campaign against American 
patriots and patriotic organi- 
zations.” 

The Minutemen, formed in 
1361, reportedly has members 
who believe in arming them- 
selves and others in the event 
of a Communist takeover. 

Three months ago, Rep. 
Charles E. Joelson, D-N.J., 
declared the Minutemen a “se- 
cret, armed organization that 
‘favors forcing governmental 
policies’ by violent means.” 
He asked that the House Com- 
mittee- on Un-American Acti- 
vities investigate the organiza- 
tion. 

Organizer and president of 
the Minutemen is Robert Boli- 
var DePugh, 41, head of a 
pharmaceutical firm in Nor- 
'oome. Mo..
